AGAIN BLUNDERS 


OW, in this hour of yet 
N another grave crisis, what 
did our Diplomacy do? Lord 
Halifax actually fold the Ameri- 
cans this: 


“If Hitler goes prancing into 
Russia, a break in the morale 
of the German armies may 
occur Nothing has a worse 
effect on the morale of armis 
than being perpetually mobil- 
ised in hostile countries.” 

And so, just like that, was 
dismissed one of the most 
threatening moves of the war 

Some military experts were 
saving that, anyway, Hitler 


could smash Russia by Septem- 
ber, and that his next step, of 
course, if this happened ° would 
be to turn on us. 

We need, at this testing time, 
every possible speed-up from 
every American factory. Yet 
our Ambassador dismisses the 
effect of a war on Russia just 
as our leaders sneered at Hitler's 
invasion of Norway. 

The Americans should be 
told, quite frankly, what shduld 
be drummed into the ears of 
every person in Britain—that 
not only a little matter like the 
world's liberties depends on the 
issues of the war, but also what 
bankers and great manufac- 
turers and traders of many 
kinds regard as much more im- 
portant—that is, Trade. 

Suppose that, after conquering 
Russia just as he has conquered 
the rest of Europe, Hitler sent a 
message to Roosevelt: 

“Iam withdrawing my armies 
from every occupied country ”

Hitler has done his utmost to 
hide the possible consequences 
of these failures ever since we 
“beat him to the punch” in 
Syria and Iraq. 

As a result he has four 
mount anxieties :— 


1. That, despite all his efforts, 
ample American help will con- 
tinue to reach Britain and will 
ensure the maintenance of the 
newly begun RAF offensive and 
quickly extend it. 

2. That sooner rather than 
later the German people may 
crack under the strain, especi- 
ally when he can no longer pre- 
vent their realisation of the full 
meaning of the United States’ 
anti-Hitler policy. 

3. That unless he can quickly 
secure control of Russian oil, in- 
dustry and grain, his last chances 
of winning a position strong 
enough to attempt a negotiated 
peace may disappeeor. 

4. That he may then be unable 
jurther to use Rome, Tokyo or 
even Vichy as pawns, or to hold 
down his other conquests. 


He has decided that his first step 
must be to divert the attention of | 
Axis populations from his anxieties 
in order to avoid risk of national 
demoralisaton.

More than four years afo 
Japan boasted that she would beat 


China to her knees within three 
months.
